Many  thousands  of  hours  of  work  for  a 
short  two  hours  of  performance. 


That  is  the  amount  of  labor  (blood,  sweat, 
tears,  etc.)  which  has  gone  into  the  prepara- 
tion by  the  Brigham  Young  University  Music 
Department  of  “Belshazzar’s  Feast”  for  Thurs- 
day’s presentation. 


According  to  figures  released  by  the  music 
department,  fourteen  faculty  members,  and 
seven  hundred  students  have  been  working  for 
many  weeks  on  the  “Feast.” 


This  probably  is  more  total  man  hours  than 
is  expended  by  students  on  production  of  the 
Daily  Universe  during  the  entire  year.  Yet, 
this  program  will  be  presented  one  night  only, 
while  the  Daily  Universe  is  distributed  daily. 


In  addition  to  representing  such  a volume  of 
time,  the  oratorio  offers  an  excellent  oppor- 
tunity for  brushing  up  on  biblical  knowledge. 
The  text  for  the  work  is  Old  Testament  scrip- 
ture, principally  from  the  book  of  Daniel,  with 
related  scriptures  from  Isaiah,  Pslams,  and 
Revelations. 

On  stage  Thursday  night  will  be  the  700 
students  who  represent  all  of  the  combined 
choruses,  the  Symphony  Orchestra,  and  two 
brass  bands. 


Aside  from  the  satisfaction  these  people  re- 
ceive from  presenting  such  an  ambitious  pro- 
gram, the  greatest  satisfaction  would  be  for 
them  to  present  the  “Feast”  to  a capacity  ap- 
preciative Fieldhouse  crowd. 

Also,  aside  from  the  fact  that  many  hours 
have  gone  into  this  production,  the  education- 
al and  entertainment  value  to  each  individual 
student  is  something  which  cannot  be  es^ 
timated. 


It  is  a chance  which  seldom  is  offered  most 
of  us.  It  would  be  much  better  to  have  been

SAN  FRANCISCO  (AP)— The 
Pacific  Coast  Conference  killed 
a “slush  fund”  for  University  of 
Washington  athletes  and  indi- 
rectly assessed  the  school  $52, 
000  in  penalties  Sunday  as  part 
of  the  two-year  probation. 

PCC  athletic  directors  and  fac 
ulty  representatives  oensidered 
only  the  Washington  situation 
in  a two-day  meeting. 

The  probation  is  effective 
Aug.  1. 

VICTOR  O.  Schmidt,  PCC 
commissioner,  told  newsmen  he 
had  made  three  trips  to  Seattle 
this  spring  to  check  on  the  so- 
called  slush  fund,  officially 
known  as  the  Greater  Washing 
ton  Advertising  Fund,  and  both 
he  and  the  University  of  Wash- 
ington were  refused  permission 
to  look  at  its  books. 

He  said  Roscoe  C.  Torchy  Tor- 
ance,  Seattle  business  man  and 
U.W.  alumnus,  had  admitted  ad- 
ministering the  funds  for  the 
benefit  of  Husky  gridders.  Sour 
ces  outside  the  conference  said 
the  payments  ran  as  high  as  $60 
a month.
